All Interesting Decision. 

The Supreme Court of Florida recent- 
ly decided a case which will be of in- 
terest in all cities. A citizen of Tampa 
sued the local water company for $25,- 
000 damages because when his store 
caught fire, the water pressure was not 
sufficient to enable the firemen to fight 
the names successfully and the build- 
ing was burned. The water company 
won in the lower court, but this de- 
cision was reversed by the Supreme 
Court which said the Company had 
been given extensive franchises and 
privileges including the right to use 
the streets for its pipes, the right to 
charge tolls and regulate the use of 
vvater.and had assumed the public duty 
of furnishing water to extinguish fires 
and if the Company failed to perform 
its duty they were liable for any 
damages that might ensue.

An average picker 
will pick about five bushels a day. for 
which he is paid at the rate of 10 
cents a bushel.

■arket* and Fair* In Charrhyarda Iu 
Early England. 

It may safely be asserted that from 
the time of the Conqueror (1< HUM 087) 
Sunday trading received much atten- 
tion. In early ages markets and fairs 
were held on Sundays aud frequently 
In the churchyards. 

In 1305 the inhabitants of Cocker- 
mouth presented a petition to parlia- 
ment. as their market was fast declin- 
ing through the inhabitants of Cros- 
thwaite dealing iu corn, flour, beans, 
flesh, fish, at their church on Sundays 
and that thereby they were unable to 
pay their tolls to the king (Edward I.). 
An order was issued for closing the 
church market at Crosthwalte. 

At Bradford, Yorkshire, during the 
same reigu the market was held on a 
Sunday, doubtless iu the churchyard. 
The toll yielded £3 per annum. 

in 1285 a statute was passed enact- 
ing that henceforth neither fail's nor 
markets be held in churchyards, for 
the honor of the church. 

In 1312 a market was granted to the 
town of Sedgefleld, Durham, to he held 
on a Friday, but was soon changed to 
Sunday. 

In 1307 the archbishops of Canter- 
bury aud York delivered charges di- 
recting, iimoug other things, that “we 
firmly forbid any one to keep a mar- 
ket in the cLurehes, the porches and 
the cemeteries thereunto belonging or 
other holy places on the Lord's day or 
other holy festivals.” — Notes and 
Queries. 



They Knew Neither Idleness Nor 
Kiclies Nor l’overty. 

The flocks of llamas belonged to the 
sun and the Inca. It was death to 
kill one. At certain seasons of the 
year t hey were collected from the hills 
aud shorn. Large numbers were sent 
to supply food for the court aud to bo 
used at the religious festivals and sac- 
rifices. Male llamas only were killed. 
The avooI belonged to the luca aud 
was stored in the government deposi- 
tories and dealt out according as the 
people’s wants required. Iu this way 
they were provided >vith wflrm cloth- 
ing. When they had worked ud enough 
aa’ooI into clothing for themsehes they 
were then employed in working up 
material for the Inca. The distribu- 
tion of the wool aud superintendence 
of its manufacture Avere in the hands 
of officers appointed for the purpose. 
No one was allowed to be idle. Idle- 
ness Avas a crime aud Avas severely 
punished. 

All the mines belonged to the Inca 
and Avere Avorked for his benefit. The 
various employments Avere usually In 
the hands of a few and became heredi- 
tary. What the father was, that the 
sou became. A great part of the agrl- 
cr^ural products was stored in grana- 
riS scattered up aud down the coun- 
try and was dealt out to the people ns 
required. It will thus be seen that 
there was no chance for a man to be- 
come rich, neither could he become 
poor. The spirit of speculation had no 
existence there.— Chambers’ Journal. 



Dew the Scandinavian Dramatist 
lnipre**ed an Obaerver. 

William Archer tells how Henrik Ib- 
sen impressed him when ho met tho 
Scandinavian dramatist in Home in 
1881: "In glided an undersized man 
with very broad shoulders ami a large 
leonine head, wearing a long black 
frock coat with very broad lapels, on 
one of Avhich a kuot of red ribbon was 
conspicuous. I knew him at once, but 
whs a little taken aback by his low 
stature. His natural height was even 
somewhat diminished by a habit of 
bending forward slightly from the 
waist, begotten, no doubt, of short- 
sightedness and the need to peer into 
things. 

“He moved very slowly and noise- 
lessly, with his hands behind his back 
—an unobtrusive personality. But 
there was nothing insign ifleant about 
the high aud massive forehead, croAvn- 
ed with a mane of (then) iron gray 
hair, the small and pale but piercing 
eyes behind the gold rimmed specta- 
cles, or the thin lipped mouth, depress- 
ed at the corners into a curve indica- 
tlve of iron will and set between bushy 
whiskers of the same dark gray as the 
hair. 

“The most cursory observer could 
not but recognize power and character 
In the head, yet one would scarcely 
have guessed it to be the power of a 
poet, the character of a prophet. One 
would rather have supposed one's self 
face to face Avith an eminent states- 
man or diplomatist.”
